ftbould be considered carefully by 
the prospective home owner who 
i» •electing a site on which to 
build hi* home. 


A lot can be too large as well 


** too amall. 
If there is too 


much land, taking proper care of 
It will be difficult. 
Many large 


properties are unsightly simply 
because the owner has insuffici- 
ent time to devote to his lawn and 
garden. 


A lot which too small, how- 


ever, will restrict the location 
end orientation of the dwelling. 
Zoning ordinance in cities and 
towns often make a small lot un- 
desirable because they limit the 
percentage of a lot's area which 
a house can cover. 
* Some zoning ordinances also re- 
strict the relationship of a house 
to property lines. For example, 
building within 30 feet of the 
street jnight be prohibited, thus 
reducing the usefulness of a shal- 
low lot. 
High land costs are the only 


good reason for buying an ex- 
tremely narrow .lot. A wide lot

Because low-lying land drains 


poorly, it generally makes a poor 
house site. Ground should always 
slope upwards slightly

New York—(AP)—The look of 


:ear has left the face of Europe. 


Its people are better fed, better 


clad and more hopeful of the fu- 
ture. 


These are a few of the impres- 


sions gained by a group of for- 
mer war correspondents during a 
;wo-week tour of five European 
countries sponsored by the Amer- 
ican overseas airlines. 


A fortnight on the continent 


hardly qualifies 
a poor man's 


philosopher to pose as an author- 
ity on Europe's complete political 
and economic problems. 
But a 


country 
reflects 
the 
collective 


plight of its individual citizens. 
And even in the most casual trav- 
eler cannot help but see 'the im- 
mense betterment of living con- 
ditions for Europeans now as com- 
pared to the mid-1940s. 


How muchf la due to their o\ 


initiative? How much have they 
been able to lift themselves by 
their American bootstrap — the 
Marshall plan,? 


These are questions for the re- 


search bird dogs of government 
and finance to determine. But the 
ordinary visitor, coming back for 
the first time since the war years 
notes little signs of recovery such 
as these:

You know you're living in the 
past—the time of the blackout.

Germans at Work

Nineteen-year-old Milton Babich 
was whisked off to Waupun pri- 
son last night just 45 minutes 
after a jury labeled him the mur- 
derer of his wife's kid sister. 


His bride, Kathleen, who is ex- 


pecting 
a 
baby 
in 
mid-July, 


•creamed 
out, 
"lies, 
lies—the 


police are telling lies," as they 
jury announced its verdict: guilty 
of murder in the first degree. 


Babich did not change expres- 


sion at the verdict. He glanced 
over his shoulder at Kathleen. He 
rose, stood before the bench and 
declared, "I am not guilty of first 
degree murder." 


Municipal 
Judge 
Herbert 
J. 


Steffes then sentenced him to the 
Wisconsin state prison at Waupun 
"at hard labor for the rest of 
your natural life." 


But under Wisconsin law, he 


will be eligible for parole after 
20 years, or with time off for 
good behavior, after 4 years- and 
three months. 


Wife Is Hysterical 


His sentence was pronounced 


just three months to the day after 
the weighted body of Patricia 
Birmingham, 16, was fished from 
the Milwaukee river" by firemen 
searching for a suicide victim. 


Kathleen broke into hysterical 


screams and was comforted by 
the defendant's older brother. Vic- 
tor." Both glared; at detective 
Lawrence Papke, who was instru- 
mental in obtaining a statement 
from the youth. 


Kathleen's mother, Mrs. Albert' 


T. Birmingham, tried to comfort 
her daughter, but was rebuffed.

Babich was not permitted to see 


his wife after the verdict was an- 
nounced at 9:49 p. m. (CST). He 
left for prison at 10:35 p. m., 
handcuffed to a sheriff. He was 
admitted to the prison at 12:15 
this morning. 


Afraid She'd Tattle 


Milton told the jury that he 


picked Patricia up on her way 
home from school last Feb. 10. 
As they sat in his father's car he 
showed her a gun to tighten her 
so she wouldn't tattle that Kath- 
leen was pregnant. He said she 
picked it up and it went off when 
he grabbed for it.

Richter said he will file a written 
motion for a new trial within a 
few days. He charged the quick 
decision "surely shows the jury 
gave the matter no deliberation.

Frazer Says 
Hysteria Aid 


to the Reds 


The United States' attempt to 


combat Communism has led t« a 
great deal 
of "hysteria" 
and 


"witch-hunting" with the end re- 
sult that we may be playing into 
the hands of Communism and their 
desire -for chaos, lack of unity, 
and suspicion of public figures and 
institutions, Principal B. J. Frazer 
of the Dixon high school told Dixon 
Rotarians yesterday. 


"Russia's eccentric or double- 


dealing diplomacy; their oft re- 
peated determination to commu- 
nlze theT entire world;Hhe tension 
of the cold war and the long series 
of widely publicized investigations 
into Communistic activity in the 
United States, makes Communism 
the chief source of unseasiness in 
the country today," Frazer said. 


Uneasiness Increases 


"This uneasiness has increased 


until 
level-headed 
citizens 
are 


prone to see a bogeyman behind 
every diverse opinion and a bud- 
ding Communist in those who do 
not publicly and loudly proclaim 
their 120 per cent Americanism." 


Frazer's talk, delivered following 


the weekly luncheon meeting of 
Rotary, was well received. 
The 


Dixon high principal suggested a 
're-evaluation of our situation and 
methods which might lead to an 
approach that would restore a 
measure of serenity and make this 
America of ours a sterile seed bed 
in which Communism would die 
for lack of nourishment." 


Counter Measure 


In outlining a counter approach 


to the problems of comatting Com- 
munism, Principal Frazer named 
three methods by which the spread 
of Communism can be halted: 


1—"Discontinue 
our 
present 


'hush-hush* attitude and go slow 
on the indiscriminate 'with-hunt- 
ing.' Those things which children 
and adults do not understand they 
fear, whether the dark, loud noises, 
or "isms." 
' 


"Put an end to the indiscrimin- 


ate investigation and fingre-point- 
ing by untrained and fanatical 
groups which are often self-ap- 
pointed. 
This type of activity 


smacks of the very methods which 
Russia itself uses.

The measure to take the 500 


man state* police force out of 
politics passed the senate 46-0 
and went to the Democratic gov- 
ernor for his signature. 


The bill to give the mines and 


minerals director full responsibili- 
ty for enforcing mine safety laws 
f~instead of sharing it with the 
state mining board—passed the 
house unanimously and went to 
the senate. 


The cities aid program calls for 


giving 
all 
municipalities 
cash 


. grants from sales taxes and other 
general revenue at the rate of 
$2.80 for each person in the 1910 
census. The money could be used 
only for police, fire and health 
purposes. Chicago would get more 
than half of it. 


Major Campaign IMank 


Stevenson made the plan a ma- 


jor campaign plank last fall. He 
was backed by mayors of many 
tax-poor cities who say their local 
treasuries are far in the Red. The 
governor hopes to finance it out 
of $25,000,000 a year he expects 
from pending bills to broaden the 
base of the sales tax.

Prospects of 5c Gas Tax 


Brighter; Compromise Made 


Springfield, 111., June 21— (AP) 


—Passage prospects brightened 
today for the nickel gasoline tax 
bill with Illinois .senate adoption 
of a compromise amendment on 
splitting up the higher income. 


Supporters of the proposal to 


increase the state tax from three 
to five cents a gallon said the 
senate action gives the bill an 
"even chance" of getting through 
the legislature. They said it had 
none before. 


A senate passage vote is ex- 


pected this week. The house has 
not* considered the bill. 


Went Into Huddle 


The approved amendment, which 


ended a squabble over division of 
the gas tax revenue, was worked 
out at a huddle of Chicago and 
downstate farm bloc senators last 
night. 
Shortly afterwards, the 


senate adopted it by a 26 to 19 
vote. 


Under the amendment, Chicago 


and Cook county would- set a 
greater share of the five cent tax 
revenue than the bill originally 
provided. 


This would be done at the ex- 


pense of the state hard road sys- 
tem, the township roads and down- 
state counties. 


The dispute over the gas tax 


split, centering on the township 
share, 
previously 
had 
blocked 


action on the measure. 


The amendment calls for divid- 


ing up the expected $85,000,000 
annual re venue from a nickel tax 
this way, compared with what the 
bill heretofore proposed: 


StafcB highway system, $30,600,- 


000 ($$1.875,000); Cook county, 
$9,350,000 ($8,700,000); Chicago, 
$13,260,000 
($11,000,000); Down- 


state cities, $12,240,000 ($10,200,- 
000); Downstate counties, $10,- 
200,000 
($12.550,000): Township 


roads, $9.350,000 ($10,625,000). 


Cities Get 30% 


The revised bill provides that 36 


per cent of the gas tax income 
would go to the state. 30 per cent 
to all cities, 11 per cent to Cook 
county, 12 per cent to downstate 
counties and 11 per cent to country 
roads. 


Senator Ray Paddock (R- Wau- 


conda) told the senate that roads 
are in "deplorable condition" and 
that the only remedy is to get 
more money for improvements. 
Paddock was a member of the 
legislative 
commission 
w h f c h 


studied road problems and drew 
up the tax bill. 


Senator Wallace Thompson of 


Galeaburg, the senate Republican 
leader, opposed the amendment 
because it cut the state's share. He 
said: 


"If any change ia 
made, 
it 


should be an increase for the 
state's hard road system. That's 
the system, that needs the most 
repair* and improvements." 


Senator Merritt J. Little (R- 


Aurora) voted for the change but 
criticized 
Democratic 
Governor 


Stevenson for not taking a pubUc 
stand on the tax bill. 


"The executive department has 


been terrifically silent about this 
matter," Little declared. "I'd like 
to know if the 
governor wishes 


to increase this tax."

But these same measures go beyond that and offer a flat 


grant for each school-age child, so that all states will get 
some benefits regardless of their wealth. 


The general bills are a frank compromise between the 


equalization idea and a broader approach. What led to it? 


Senator Taft and other backers of the federal aid plan 


decided congress would not support it if benefits were to be 
limited to perhaps a dozen poor states, mostly in the South. 


They reasoned that richer states, plagued by educational 


troubles of their own and yelping over shrunken tax rev- 
enues. would not like paying the freight for poor states and 
getting nothing for themselves. 
In other words, their decision was in recognition of what 


they considered the political realtes. They were tryng to 
legislate according to "the art of the possible." 


Even with all states included. New York and a few other 


wealthy areas protested against the measures on the ground 
thev were not getting enough in return for their big pay- 
ments to the federal treasury. These outbursts made the 
compromising senators look very practical. 


If they have gauged the realities correctly, a bill based 


strictly on the equalization principle will lose out. And 
the house takes to heart Eisenhower's warnings about 
more general plan, the outcome could well be no aid of any 
kind for any state. 
By asking- congress to act on principle alone, the genera 


has put that body hi an uncomfortable position it usually 
manages to avoid.

Angina Pectoris means literally 


pain in the chest. It is usually 
caused by a diseased condition of 
the arteries which supply blood to 
the heart muscle . These blood 
vessels are called the coronary 
artenps. The pain develops when 
not 
enough 
blood 
is passing 


through them to supply the needs 
of the heart muscle. 


The hardened coronanes do al- 


low some blood to pass through. 
Consequently the pain usually does 
not develop when the victim is 
resting or exercising only slightly; 
it comes on when the heart muscle 
is working harder and needs 
greater quantities of blood. 


A person who has angina pec- 


toris has to learn how much exer- 
tion he or she can take without 
producing symptoms. In addition 
to the pain, these often include a 
filing of anxiety, sweating, short- 
ness of 'breath and sometimes 
otnf-r signs 
LIFE EXPECTANCY 


It was formerly thought that a 


person 
with 
angina 
pectoris 


could not live very long and could 
not avoid suffering great discom- 
fort. But according to recent 
studies, the average life expec- 
tancy after thevfir*t sign of angina 
i* about eight to 10 years, and 
some live for more than 25 ycart.

methods of improved management 
are being developed constantly, in 
which the amount and kind of ex- 
ercise is more closely adapted to 
the patient. 


Until research workers have dis-

the commerce department, which 
said the total 1948 
outlay 
for 


whisky, beer and wine was an 
estimated 
58,000,000,000. 
The 


figure was 8.7 per cent below 1947, 
and marked the first time since 
1938 that the nation's drinkers 
had spent less than they did the 
preceding year. 


The lower total was due in part 


to "some decline in price," the 
department noted, but the main 
cause was decreased consumption 
due to a "weakening of demand for 
items in the luxury class."
